BURLESON IN FAVOR 
OF LONGER PERIOD 


During the Hearing the 

Order of British Govern- 
ment Blocking Burleson 
in Regard to. the Cables 
Was Read. 


Washington, January 28.—Govern- 
mgnt control of telephone and tele- 
graph properties would end Decem- 
ber 31 under a resolution ordered 
favorably reported today by the 
house postoffice committee by a 
vote of 10 to 8. - Chairman Moon an- 
nounced that he would present the 
measure in the house tomorrow and 
ask for a rule to give it right of 
way. 

The resolution made no mention 
of cable properties and that phase 
of the situation was not discussed at 
the meeting of the committee. 
Members later expressed varying 
opinions as to the effect of the leg- 
islation on federal control of those 
properties which was assumed by 
presidential proclamation last No- 
vember under the authority given 
in’ the é6riginal wire contro] resolu- 
tion passed by congress last July 16: 

Original Law and Cables, 

Chairman Moon said ‘the new leg- 
islation would not affect the origi- 
nal law insofar as it applied to ¢a- 
‘ble properties, control of which 
would have to be relinquished with 
the issuing of a proclamation by the 
president announcing .the ‘signing 


of Bie treaty.of peage and its ratifi-: 


Other members 


would ‘be automatically extended. 

Various dates for termination of 
control of the telephone and tele- 
graph . companies were suggested 
after. the comiittee had concluded 
its hearings. on the original admin- 
istration measure by examining 
Postmaster: General Burleson. The 
first. proposal was' for restoration of 
the. properties’ to. private manage- 
‘ment next May, but:this. and anoth- 
er to extend the time to Decembér 
31, 1920, were voted down. 

As introduced ‘by Chairman Moon, 
the resolution authorized the post- 
master general to negotiate con- 
tracts for the purchase of telephone 
companies and to have an appraise- 
ment made of the telegraph prop- 
erties, but these provisions were 
stricken out by the committee. Mr. 


e legislation insisted that the 
purpose was to extend the period 
of control, and not to bring about 
government ownership. , 

How the Vote Stood. 

On the final vote, as announced 
by the committee, three democrats 
joined with. seven .republicans to 
end the period of control on De- 
cember 31, and seven democrats and 
one prohibitionist opposed it, as 
they desired extension for a longer 
period.

SOME SENATORS BALK 
AT POWERS CONFERRED 


Alleged Measure Would 


Enable Wilson to Keep 
Food Administration in 
Operation and Exercise 
All the Powers Given by 
Food Act. 


Washington, January 28.—An ad- 
ministration bill appropriating 
$1,250,000,000 to enable the govern- 
ment to carry out its guarantee to 
the farmer of a price of $2.20 a 
bushel for the 1919 wheat Oop was 
transmitted to the chairmén of the 
Senate and house agritultura] com- 
mittees today by <9 food admin- 
istration. 

The measure, which was drawn by 
officials of the food administration 
and the department of agriculture, 
was described by some senators as 
an omnibus measure which would 
permit the president to continue the 
food administration in operation and 
to exercise all of the powers con- 
ferred upon him by the food con- 
trol act. 

Too Broad, Saya Gere. 

Senator Gore, chairman of the 
senate committee, announced that 
he would not introduce the meas- 
ure in the senate. 

“It is broader than I think is 
necessary,” he declared. “I may 
take it. as a basis for another bill, 
which I may introduce.”

Secretly a Wife 
Husband’s Death 
Drives to Suicide 


Miss Packwood, of. Tam- 
pa, Kills Herself in New 
York Because of Death 
in France of Man She 
Had Secretly Wedded. 


Englewood, N. J., January 23.— 
The body of a young woman found 
Sunday on the Palisades was identi- 
fled today as that of the daughter 
of George H. Packwood. of Tampa, 
Fla., widow of a major in the Amer- 
ican army, who died of influenza in 
France last October, according to 
announcement here tonight by 
Thomas J. Huckin, prosecutor of 
Bergen county. 

Mr. Huckin, who declared an au- 
topsy performed today established 
the fact that the girl was killed by 
chloroform, self-administered, as- 
serted she apparentiy had married 
without the knowledge ‘of her 
parents or friends. News of the 
death of fier husband, whose name 
is not known to the authorities, 
made her despondent. 

Threatened te Kill Self. 

Identification of the body, Mr. 
Huckin said, was established by 
Mrs. Bradford Ellsworth, of New 
York, and other friends of the 
young woman, To Mrs, Ellsworth, 
Mr, Huckin. said, the young woman 
confessed her intention some time 
ago to commit suicide in a manner 
which would leave her identity for- 
ever unrevealed. 

Mrs. Elisworth stated@ that she had 
known the young woman nearly two 
years, but only as Miss Azeele Pack- 
wood, as she had not-confided to her 
the name of the officer she had 
married. 

On November 1, after learning of 
her husband’s death, she gave up an 
apartment she had in» New York,

Mary Powers Has Never 
Been Married and Was 
Resident of Roswell, Ga. 
E. W. Martin and Reu- 
ben. Arnold to Defend 
Slayer. 


Mary Powers, the pretty blond af- 
finity whose telephone calls precipi- 
tated the slaying of Johnny Abbott 
by his. wife. Monday night, is no 
longer the girl of mystery whose 
past puzzled police headquarters. 

Her history was revealed * last 
night by Constitution reporters, who 
learned that she is unmarried, the 
daughter. of a Reswell, Ga., family, 
and that her pretense of marriage 
was adopted as a protection. 

She was born in Roswell, and not 
Ohio, as ‘she ‘had: first claimed. At 
the age of 15.years.she came to At- 
lanta, working as_a telephone opera- 
tor. She has since served as wait- 
ress and cashier in a number of 
downtown cafes. 

Relatives {n Roswell. 

She has a brother, 8S. N. Powers, 

who-is an oil dealer; 


is in the marine corps, and stationed 
at Washington; a sister, Ella Pow- 
ers, aged 16 years, who is employed 
in an Atlanta candy factory, and 
who lived in the Bartow apartments 
with the prisoner, and a:second sis- 
ter, Amanda Powers, who is 10 years 
old and lives in Roswell. 

Her parents have been dead for 
years. 

She explained to the reporters 
that she had pretendéd she was 
married, first, because only mar- 
ried persons were permitted to re- 
side in the Bartow, and, second, be- 
cause she says she believed it best 
to cloak her past. : 

She made a special appeal to po- 
lice authorities last night to be al- 
lowed to attend the funeral of John- 
ny@Abbott, which are to be held 
Wednesday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock 
in the Harry G. Poole chapel. Night 
Chief E. L. Jett, however, declined 
the request. 

Will Not Attend Funeral. 

On her own request, Mrs. Abbott, 
the slayer, will be carried’ to the 
Poole chapel this morning in cus- 
tody of plainclothes policemen to 
view the body. She will not attend 
the funeral. Upon being informed 
that this would not be permitted, 
she pleaded to see th> body. 

Mrs. Abbott has engaged counsel 
in Reuben Arnold and Edmond.

- Her lawyers, however, have 
not been able to confer with her 
yet, but will do so this morning. Mr. 
Arnold state@d last night that no 
line of defense had been ° formulated, 
as the case had been in his and Mr.

Reduction of Nearly 75 
Per Cent in Trans-At- 
lantic Freight Charges 
Made by Ship Board.

Sharp Increase in Exports 
of Cotton Regarded as 
Certainty by Southern 
Congressmen Who Se- 
cured Rate Reduction. 


Washington, January 28,—Reduc- 
tions of nearly 75 per cent in trans- 
Atlantic freight rates on cotton car- 
ried in American bottoms, effective 
immediately, were announced today 
by the shipping board's division of 
operations. Sweeping decreases were 
made yesterday in rates on general 
freight to meet cuts by British ship 
owners and some shipping board 
officials regarded today’s announce- 
ment as presaging a rate war be- 
tween the new American merchant 
marine and British shipping in- 
terests. 

South Asked Reduction. 

Requests for the cut in rates on 
cotton were made by southern sen- 
ators and representatives in con- 
ference with shipping board offi- 
cials and the announcement first 
came from the capitol.

BILLS TO AFFECT

Washington, January 28.—Two 
legislative measures designed to af- 
fect the market prices of cotton 
were introduced in the house today 
by representatives from cotton grow- 
ing states.

Representative Howard, of Geor- 
gia, introduced a bill which he said 
was intended to place the prices of 
cotton futures on parity with spot 
cotton.

High School Instructors 
and Principals Profit at 
the Expense of Grammar 
School Teachers in As- 
sociation Schedule, It Is 
Charged. 


Declaring they have not been rep- 
resented by the Atlanta Teachers’ 
association, and that the interests 
of a number of the grade teachers 
have been discriminated against in 
a schedule of salaries that is said 
to have been prepared for pre- 
sentation to the board of education 
by a committee of the association, 
protests have been made by a large 
number of teachers-in the Atlanta 
grammar schools, and it is entirely 
probable that these protests will re- 
sult in a hearing that will be grant- 
-ed in the grade teachers by the 
board within the next few days. 

The first intimation of the pro- 
‘tests and the possible hearing to 
be given the grade teachers came 
Monday afternoon when the presi- 
dent of the board of education de- 
clared in open session that his tele- 
phone had rung many times during 
the day and that teachérs had en- 
tered. protests that they were not 
being given a square deal in the 
question of proposed salary in- 
creases. Mr. Fleming stated that 
he could not. get heads nor tails 
of the matter, but that he believed 
the grammar school teachers should 
be given a hearing. This was agreed 
to by several of the members of 
the board. 

Teachers Meet. 

While the board of education was 
in session working out the proposed 
salary increase that will be appor- 
tioned to the teachers from a sum 
of $25,000 shaved from the finance 
sheet, a meeting of the teachers’ as- 
sociation was also in progress at 
Commercial High school. This. was 
a meeting of the Atlanta Teachers’ 
association, from which reporters 
were excluded. It was attended by 
a number of the principals and 
teachers of the Atlanta schools, how- 
ever, who do not belong to the as- 
sociation, but who came under the 
‘misapprehension that it was to have 
been a joint session of the teachers 
and the board of education. 

It was at this meeting that the 
second feature of the matter of pro- 
tests from the grade teachers de- 
veloped, when the adoption of a 
schedule of salaries that had been 
prepared by the committee of the 
association was brought up for dis- 
cussion, Miss Ora Stamps, principal 
of Edgewood school, created a sen- 
sation by taking: the floor to pro- 
test that she was against the adop- 
tion of the schedule because it did 
not give the grammar school teach- 
ers a square deal. The protest of 
Miss Stamps was made despite the 
fact that her salary, if the new 
schedule were adopted by the board, 
would have been increased $27.50 
per month. Her opposition to it was 
because the schedule made no pro- 
vision for increases among the poor 
est paid teachers‘of her school. Miss 
Stamps, who wds not then a mem- 
ber of the Atlanta School Teachers’ 
association, notwithstanding that all 
the teachers of her faculty at Edge- 
wood school are members, was call- 
ed to order, and her right to speak 
upon the floor of the meeting was 
brought into question, 

Injustice Is Charged. 

In answer to this Miss Stamps 
drew from her purse a dollar bill, 
which is 
membership, and dramatically ten- 
dered it to the chairman of the meet- 
ing,. declaring that she wished it 
understood that she had proffered 
the money for monnereeS and 
wished to become enrolle as a 
member of the association. She is 
said to have declared that she felt 
herself forced into the organization, 
and that she was purchasing the 
right to speak upon the injustice of 
the schedule that had been prepared 
for the salaries of the teachers. 

Miss Stamps protested that it was 
her belief that the efforts of the 
teachers had been directed toward 
securing an increase in their salaries 
because of the high cost of living, 
and because of the emergency, which 
effected the whole teaching per- 
sonnel of the schools, and that she 
did not consider it just nor right 
that increases to a large percentage 
should be given td the principals, 
high school teachers and others of 
the school force, while many of the 
grammar school teachers would re- 
ceive but little if any more money, 
and that some of them would suf- 
fer a positive reduction. 

Notwithstanding that her own 
salary would have been enhanced 
by a good figure, Miss Stamps de- 
clared she would be unwilling to 
accept the increase while teachers in 
her school and in others would re- 
ceive practically no Increases.

‘‘Indemnity” Not Liked 
By President Wilson; 


Prefers ‘‘Réparation” 


Paris, January 28.—Without at- 
tracting much attention a change 
has been made in the name of the 
important committee of the peace 
conference which is to deal with the 
subject of damages suffered 
through the war and compensation 
for them. Instead of being the 
Committee on Indemnities, as origi- 
nally planned, the committee will 
now be known as the Committee 
of Reparation. 

The change, it is understood, was 
brought about by the American 
delegates who were ani:aated by the 
idea of keeping the whole scheme 
of repairing the vastation result- 
ing from the war within the spirit 
of President Wilson’s declaration on 
the subject. According to the prea- 
ent understanding, the word “repa- 
ration” means simply the replace- 


ment as far as possible as they wer 


before the war of all things 
stroyed by the German armies. 
Where it ig impossible to give full 
payment for losses, the powers will 
exact indemnities. 

As originally contemplated the 
committee would have been justi- 
fied in taking into its calculations 
in assessing damages against. the 
central powers, not only the cost of 
reparation but the entire expense 
incurred by the entente powers and 
America in raising armies, bringing 
them to the battlefield and main- 
taining them, which would have 
made a total far beyond the ability 
of the defeated nations to meet.

Leaders of amusement interests 
in Atlanta Tuesday called atten- 
tion to the fact that New York got 
off easier than many other cities, 
despite the fact that no ban was 
placed on public gatherings as the 
result of the influenza epidemic, 
and called attention to a recent 
article in The New York Times 
written by Dr. Royal Copeland, the 
city’s * . health commissioner, in 
which he told how the situatton 
was handled and why the theaters, 
schools and other places had not 
been élosed.

ditional Legislatien 
“Would Just Muddle 
Things Up.” 


Washington, January 28.—Presi- 
dents of two big packing companies 
today advised senate and house com- 
mittees against enactment of any 
additional legislation to regulate the 
meat packing industry. Louis Swift, 
of Swift & Co., told the senate ag- 
ricultural committee present laws 
were adequte to deal with any 
abuses charged, and Edward S. Mor- 
ris, of Morris & Co., testified be-: 
fore the house interstate commerce 
committee that any further legisla- 
tion “would just muddle things up.” 

J. Ogden Armour, president of Ar- 
mour & Co., announced yesterday 
that he expected to consult repré- 
sentatives of all other packers con- 
cerning measures to be offered as 
substitutes for legislation now pend- 
ing before congress. 

Mr. Swift when asked today by 
Senator Gore, of Oklahoma, Yif he 
expected to assist with such legisla- 
tion, said he felt much of the so- 
called “feeling against the packers”. 
was exaggerated and that legisla- 
tion would -not affect the situation. 

Limit on Capitalization, 

Some limitation-of capitalization 
of packing companies was suggested 
by Senator Gronna, of North Da- 
kota, after Francis J. Heney had 
cross examined Mr. Swift concern- 
ing a serie’ of increases of his com- 
ac Ay capital stock, 

r. Heney said that by separating 
the Swift concern into three organi- 
zations recently the market value of 
the original stock had been increas- 
ed more than $100,000,000. Mr. 
Swift denied this and agreed to in- 
form the committee as to the trans- 
actions dealing with the separation 
of the one company into Swift & 
Co., Swift International, and Libby, 
McNeil & Libby. 

Mr. Morris, in completing his tes- 
timony before the house committee, 
said the packers should not be in- 
terfered with as long as they oper- 
ate at the present degree of effi- 
ciency and justly treat both the pro- 
ducer and the consumer. Legisla- 
tion would be particularly harmful 
at the present time, he said, because 
the packers are making every ef- 
fort to get back to a pre-war basis. 

Asked by Representative Rey- 
burn, of Texas, if he did not believe 
it would be advisable for the gov- 
ernment to at least fix the price of 
meat, Mr. Morris said such an at- 
tempt undoubtedly would result dis- 
astrously because there were many 
factors entering into the determi- 
nation of meat prices and the gov- 
ernment would have no control. 

Supply and Demand. 

“The food administration has been 
successful in fixing the price of 
meat sold to the allies,” he said, “but 
that was because the allies had to 
take our meat or go without.. As 
soon as the world market becomes 
normal again, prices will be fixed-as 
before by the law of supply and 
demand.”

Had Quarrel With Abbott.

Coroner’s Inquest Today. 

Perhaps the story of a crisis in 
the tragic love affair of the daring 
driver and girl waitress will be re- 
vealed when she takes the stand at 
the coroner’s inquest, which is tu 
be held this morning at 11 o’clock 
in the Harry G. Poole undertaking 
chapel. For it is understood that 
Abbott’s relations with the pretty 
blond had reached a crucial point, in 
that she was demanding a definite 
stand on his part in*the matter of 
a divorce that he might marry her. 

Acting Coroner A. A. Owens .in- 
tended to hold the inquest Tuesday 
afternoon, but was unable to gather 
witnesses. L. H. Finn, of 388 High- 
land avenue, father of the impris- 
oned wife, has been summoned to 


testify, as have been Pierce and 
Henry Abbott, the 12 and 14-year- 
old children who witnessesed the 
tragedy. 

The remaining witnesses will be 
Mr. and Mrs. C, M. McIntyre, occu- 
pants of the Abbott home at 63 
Bass street, the former having an- 
swered the third telephone call of 
the affirity at the time the wife 
took the phone away from him to 
engage in a clash with the girl; the 
girl, herself, and Mrs. Abbott. De- 
tectives and policemen who quizzed 
the wife and affinity will also be 
put upon the stand. 

Both the wife and affinity slept 
in cells at police headquarters last 
night. It was their first sleep since 
the killing of Abbott. All through

Girl Falls Asleep.

A letter has been received from 
Corporal G. C. Varner, Company C, 
105th Engineers, Thirtieth divi- 
sion, a North Carolina boy, by the 
Good Roads Machinery company, 
Ine., which concern he represents in 
his home state, telling interestingly 
of his exepriences overseas with 
the “Old Hickory” division in France 
and Belgium. 

“It was in the Amiens sector that 
the division did its real work in 
capturing one of the strongest 
points on the Hindenburg line,” he 
writes. “At Bellicourt there was a 
tunnel and a canal, the banks of 
which were about 100 feet high 
at this point. Both the tunnel and 
the canal were filled with machine 
guns, but these did not stop the 
oncoming Yanks. he Thirtieth 
kept up the fight over thirty days 
and pushed as far as the River 
Selle.” 

Corporal Varner adds that he is 
in good health and having a good 
time, despite the discomforts. of 
sleeping in dog tents, in the mud, 
in chicken houses and cow stalls. 
He also speaks highly of the hospi- 
tality of the liberated people in 
Belgium and northern France.

No campaign ribbon of any description, | 


for service in the war against the central 
powers of Europe, has as yet been au- 
thorized by ‘tthe war department. Hence any 
ribbon purporting to show ‘‘oversea serv- 
ice,’’ ‘‘service with the allies,’’ etc., is ab- 
solutely unwarranted and forbidden. 

Silver stars are worn by general officers 
of the army to indicate rank. 

The war department has not 


by anyone else or for any other purposes. 

Hence a gold star for the “first hun- 
dred thousand’ and a silver star as a mark 
of the volunteer are unwarranted as well as 
absurd 

Ceriain articles of uniform were 
thorized in orders of the American 
peditionary forces for overfea wear, 
these articles are expressly forbidden 
wear in the United States. 

It has been observed that some officers

,are wearing a belt known as the Sam 


Browne belt. There is no authority for 
the wearing of this belt within the limits 
of the United States, and until such au- 
thority is given this belt will not be worn. 

Units returning from France and wear- 
ing special insignia to indicate their unit 
will be permitted to wear such insignia until 
demobilization. Officers and enlisted men 
who return as casuals or in any way except 
with their units and who wear their unit 
insignia will be required to remove such 
insignia. 

This decision was not received until 
January 16, 19198. Many members of the 
Dixie division and several of the 
division had been discharged prior to that 
date and had been permitted to retain the 
shoulder device. Any such individuals who 
read this circular should conform to the 
war department ruling and remove the 
divisional insignia. 

The fouragere or shoulder cord worn by 
members of a French organization that has 
been cited in divisional or higher orders has 
not been atthorized for American soldiers 
by orders of the American expeditionary 
fortes and is therefore unwarranted and 
absurd when worn in this country.

The government operation is effi- 
cient only in delays, making errors 
and causing general dissatisfaction. 


The business interests of the coun- 
try are entitled to service and are 
willing to pay for service. Busi- 
ness, however. is paying the bill 
and not receiving the goods. 


Many other lines of business have 
been and are threatened with gov- 
ernment absorption, and some have 
had strenuous fights for existence. 
Certain individuals, appointed to 
bureau positions, have tried to ad- 
vance and promote pet schemes and 
theories whereby private business 
would be taken over by the govern- 


ment—using the war as a pretext— 
claiming it to be a war necessity, 
when none such existed. When 
business interests rightly and prop- 
erly exposed such schemes, they 


were met with reflections on their | 
patriotism. 


It is the seeming encouragement 
of things like this that is making 
business men all over the country 
sit up and take notice and wonder 
what they must do to prevent an 
autocratic government resulting. 

The proper function of a govern- 


ment is to govern, and through wise 
laws to encourage its citizens in 
the production and distribution of 
goods, in commerce, in finance and 
the professions. No government 
should engage in any business that 
can be undertaken successfully by 
its citizens. The handling of bus- 
iness by private enterprise encour- 
aged individualism. Why should 
tive and stimulates ambition. These 
traits are killed by politically ad- 
ministered business. 


This country has always encour- 
aged individualism. Why should 
we now stand for anything patern- 
alistic, when we and our allies have 
been fighting Germany—the most 
autocratic and paternalistic govern- 
ment in the world? There the state

ple. The only thing they were to 
do was to obey orders. Witness 
the difference in effectiveness of the 
American and German _ soldier. 
When the German had no orders 
he was lost—didn’t know what to 
do—as an individual he was noth- 
ing—while the American, accus- 
tomeg to doing his own thinking, 
was resourceful and more than a 
non oe in every way for his antag- 
onist. 


It has been my privilege, in the 
past few months, to attend a num-

Negro Should Be Helped 
To Higher Citizenship 


Editor Constitution: I have just seen a 
recent issue of your paper containing the 
contribution of Professor R. D. Stinson, 
president of the Colored Normal, with your 
editorial comment thereon, and warmly cogn- 
mend them, 

_I can conceive of no real reason for an- 
tipathy and animosity upon the part of one 
race toward the other, but I entertain the 
profound conviction that the member of 
either. who harbors or nurtures such senti- 
ments proves himself the unconScious ene- 
my of both. 

The readjustment of nations and peoples 
that is resulting from the war should in- 
clude the establishment of better and far 
kindlier relations between the white and 
colored races of the south, and I believe 
the encouragement of them is hardly less 
than a patriotic duty. 

Without abating one jot or tittle the 
Caucasian judgment as to the necessity for 
preserving inviolable the line of demarca- 
tion between the two races, I am frank 
to say that since the negro emerged, less 
than two generations ago, from a_ state 
considered by many as almost helpless and 
hopeless, into full citizenship, his achieve- 
ments should elicit our most emphatic ad- 
miration. 

The unhappy days of reconstruction have 
become little more than a dim and distant 
memory, but when we reflect upon them 
candor compels us to admit that in large 
measure their terrors and horrors were due 
to the insidious and infamous teachings 
of people of our own race for partisan 
purposes and financial profit. 

Today. the leaders of the colored race— 
its teachers and preachers—are striving ear- 
nestly and conscientiously for the education 
and elevation of their people. With un- 
flagging purpose they are seeking to instill 
in them a spirit of racial pride and de- 
velop them into self-respecting, law-abiding, 
property-owning and prosperous citizens. 

In these efforts they are entitled to the 
moral sympathy and financial support of ev- 
ery white man who loves justice and has 
at heart the best interests of his state. 

Every step that the colored man takes 
in the acquisition of property and educa- 
tion means that much in his transition from 
a liability to an asset to the state. With 
whisky eliminated (which has been alike 
his greatest weakness and greatest curse) 
his progress should be more rapid than Sn 
the past. 

In the recent @ar the American negro 
illustrated his loyalty and valor in such 
marked degree as to win for him the plaud- 
its of all the allied powers and to deserve 
our lasting appreciation. 

There is a place and a need for the col- 
ored race in the south. We admitted it 
when we registered our vigorous protest 
against the retent emigration of so many 
of them to the north. We should prove 
to them by onr attitude of consideration, 
kindness and justice that we desire them 
to remain, and that we are always ready 
to aid them in the attainment of a higher 
and better citizenship.

VARICOSE VEINS. 

Varicose veins are veins overdis- 
tended with blood. At first they are 
merely distended, but in the course 
of time the distended veins become 
tortuous and thickened as well as 
permanently dilated. The same thing 
occurs whether the veins involved 
are those of the leg or thigh or ab- 
domen or rectum (piles, hemor- 
rhoids), or inguinal region (varico- 
cele). 

Among the contributing causes of 
varicosity of the veins the following 
are most important: 

1, Shallow breathing habit. The 
bellows action of the chest in breath- 
ing is an important factor in the re- 
turn circulation of blood through 
the veins. 

2. Faulty posture. High heels 
(heels more than half an inch high, 
or in fact heels higher than the 
thickness of the soles of the shoes) 
not only cause strain of the foot and 
leg muscles but throw the whole 
body out of balance and predispose 
to weakened conditions such as pto- 
sis or sagging of abdominal and 
pelvie organs and to varicose veins.

It is the complications of influenza that 
are dangerous. There are two types of in- 
flammation of the lunge (pneumonia) that 
are ous complications—pneumonia due 
to ‘i, and that still more danger- 
ous type of inflammation of the lungs caused 
by the streptococcus hemoliticus. Accumu- 
lating experience justifies the belief that 
the severity of the epidemic may be greatly 
mitigated and the danger of complications 
matérially lessened by vaccination with the 
pneumococci vaccine, rypes 1, 2 and 3, pre- 
pared by the army medical school and fur- 
nished free to anybody who wants it from 
the surgeon ey office at Washington.

parable influence. It was and in a 
measure it remains the expectation 
of great masses of European pub- 
lics that Mr. Wilson is to bring 
durable peace to the world. He 
has become a figure quite unlike 
that of Lloyd-George, Clemenceau, 
Orlando, who, after all, are mortals 


'known as such to millions, but Mr. 


Wilson is a symbol rather than a 
man. 

In this situation the temptations 
are manifest and tremendous, yet 
I think it would be the general con- 
sensus of opinion that the president 
has acted with admirable self re- 
straint. The first awkward mo- 
ment when it remained to be dis- 
closed whether he came as Caesar 
or as a conferee went off satisfac- 
torily. Millions of people welcomed 
him with an enthusiasm which gave 
him obvious power, but he made no 
effort to use that power unfairly, 
unreasonably or so far at all, 

Thus in a sense after the first 
period of action the president dis- 
appeared from the public which had 
welcomed him. He was lost to view 
and—this is the point-—-thereafter 
nothing has happened of all things 
which were most expected and are 
most desired. What the president 
thought, what he seeks, what his 
views are on the main questions re- 
mains unknown not save by a few, 
but unknown to any single indivi- 
dual in France. On some, but by 
important questions 
his views are suspected and that 
is all. 

People Long for Old Comforts. 

Now I do not think anyone can 
exaggerate the longing of the peo- 
ple of the nations who have fought 
this war for peace for a return to 
the old comforts and conveniences 
of life for an end not merely to the 
horrors of fighting, but to the only 
less real horrors of the existing 
twilight zone between war and 
peace. In France, in Britain, in Italy 
there are discomforts, hardships; 
there is a measure of suffering and 
millions of men still under arms 
desire to go home, while in eastern 
Europe famine exists and increases 
day by day. 

The’ conditions of ordinary life 
pass description even in western 
Europe. One pays enormously for 
little, not merely the foreigner, but 
also the native, food is dear, scarce, 
unsatisfactory, railways transporta- 
tion is haphazard. Mails are in- 
frequent. In sum, order and or- 
ganization have as a consequence of 
the war gone out of life. The grim- 
est and the most intimate personal 
problems press upofgall people and 
as the pressure growgtheir interest 
even in a thing as important as the 
peace conference diminishes, : 

The reaction from these condi- 
tions is the ever-growing demand 
that there shall be decision, not 
debate, in the peace conference. The 
world is beginning to demand some 
peace, any peace rather than a per- 
petuation of the present condition 
and in this situation the president, 
whose word would be of compelling 
force, says nothing, has said noth- 
ing. If he has a plan as it is neces- 
sary to believe even in the matter 
of the league of nations the plan re- 
mains unknown. 

Wilson’s Trip Worth While. 

YT do not desire at this time to 
seem to criticise. I have been con- 
vinced and remain convinced that 
the coming of the president to Eu- 
rope was in itself and by itself a 
great contribution to the solution 
of the most difficult problem, that 
of making at least a tolerable peace. 
We shall have, I am sure, a better 
peace because Woodrow Wilson came 
to Europe than we should have ob- 
tained if he had stayed at home. 

His coming unchained forces of 
unexpressed and truly inarticulate 
idealism. I recall the comment of 
a French servant of one of my 
friends. She said after three hours 
of waiting and watching for the 
president, “Now that Mr. Wilson 
has come there is hope, isn’t there?’ 
Politicians are politicians the world 
over. The last diplomat will differ 
very little from the first. Both 
classes are in the end led by neces- 
sity or driven by external pressure. 
Mr. Wilson's coming set in motion 
a pressure from masses of men and 
women in many nations which has 
exercised and is exercising a pro- 
found influence upon the plans ex- 
plored and the ends sought within 
the conference. 

So much has been gained and it 
will hardly be lost. We/shall har- 
vest very much of.that crop and in 
my judgment will remain glad that 
the president came, but today the 


world, -the European world at least, 
finds itself beginning to be anxious 
—a shade impatient—as it sees the 
hope of definite results postponed. 
I repeat, is postponement is not 
due to irréconcilable difference of 
opinion nor to quarrels over princi- 
ple or provinces. Such differences 
will all be settled without quarrel 
because everyone is determined to 
settle them that way. The cause is 
apparent lack of a program. 


Status of League of Natiens. 

It is not then differences over na- 
tional claims, it is not the demands 
of France in Germany, or of Italy in 
Austria, which block the way. In- 
ponderable rather than tangible ob- 
stables are holding us back and chief 
among these is the present status of 
the league of nations. England and 
France have accepted the president’s 
double determination. First, that 
there should be a league and second 
that it should be created by the 
treaty of peace rather than post- 
poned to a later conference. But 
neither England nor France nor 


America for that matter has yet | 


arrived at any coherent idea of what 
Mr, Wilson's view of a league of 
nations is. Has he a plan? Pre- 
sumably—but no one knows. 
he announce it? Perhaps, but who 
can say

Warning to Americans, 


Having said this, which was per- 
haps a necessary report of the situa- 


‘tion as it stands, I desire to warn 


my American readers against ac- 
cepting sensational reports of grow- 
ing national differences. I do not 
think anyone can exaggerate the 
fundamental good feeling which ex- 
ists in England and in France, in- 
cidentally in the official world, but 
more strikingly amidst the masses 
of the population, for the president, 
personally, and as the representa- 
tive of his country. We are three 
distinct nations. with totally dif- 
ferént manners and methods, no 
longer associated in a common 
struggle against the enemy—a sit- 
uation in which all differences of 
manner vanish before the same con- 
ception of duty—instead we are en- 
gaged in striving to exist and our 
conditions are equally hard on both 
sides of the national fences; all the 
little latent prejudices come to the 
surface; the hero@gs, alas, have be- 
come quite ordinary human beings. 
You may hear in every corridor, in 
every restaurant, gossip, half truths 
and truths of no_ significance, 
brought forward to prove that 
everything in Paris marches to- 
wards discord and failure. 

But all this is the small beer of 
the thing. A peace conference is 
like a national Convention in our 
politics. The convention has a sin- 
gle function. It must nominate a 
ticket; if it fails the election will 
be lost. Therefore without excep- 
tion conventions nominate. They 
frequently begin with every sign of 
collapse. There are opening days 
of rival booms and conflicting plat- 
form proposals. But at a certain 
point harmony comes out of dis- 
cord. And it will be the same in 
Paris for the same reason. The dele- 
gates to this convention will n°“ 
attempt to go home without a treaty 
of peace in their pockets. 


Sense of Disappointment. 

Again, there is a superficial sense 
of disappointment that a conference 
designed, at least, in the public 
mind, to bring about an enduring 
peace and a new order in the world, 
is engaged endlessly in the discus- 
sion of territorial rivalries and 
trade jealousies, All these things 
are here and unmistakable, but 
idealism is not lacking. either. Be- 
yond all else, there is a clear per- 
ception in the minds of the official, 
and even more in the minds of the 
unofficial, representatives in their 
own constituencies. Expecting mi- 
racles, many may be disappointed, 
but I do not believe there is any 
reason to fear another congress of 


Berlin, much less another congress | 


of Vienna. 

The day-to-day routine of the 
conference has not yet acquired real 
value. The great decisions are still 
to beammade, the unmistakable dif- 
ferences remain to be ironed out. 
All that has been done is in a very 
real sense perfunctory, but the way 
in which it has been done is encour- 
aging. If the conference has not 
yet affirmatively marched in the 
right direction, there is no mis- 
taking the fact that it has avoided 
taking steps which might involve 
the surrender of principles. If it 
has so far been conservative, it 
has at no time been reactionary, and 
has steadily shown a recognition 
and an appreciation of the dan- 
gers of any reactionary course. In 
my judgment, the great powers, as 
represented at Paris, are nearer to- 
gether than they were two months 
ago, and the dangers of any break 
have become remote. 


Wilson’s Chance Passing. 


Yet, at last, I return to the point 
at which I began. Mr. Wilson’s 
greatest opportunity remains, but 
in a sense is passing; Europe wants 
peace, and hopes for the millen- 
nium; it is ready to accept his lead- 
ership (Oo an unexpetced degree, but 
it is beginning to ask whether he 
has a plan. Abstract principles 
must soon be translated into con- 
erete applications, and so far Mr. 
Wilson has refrained from giving a 
sign not merely to Lloyd-George 
and Clemenceau, but even to the 
amiable Mr. Lansing.

NEW ORLEANS GAINS 

ON DROP IN FREIGHT 

New Orleans, January 28.—The one 
feature of the session in cotton to- 
day was the drop in ocean freight 
rates and on it prices were sent up 
for the full limit allowed by the 
rules, 200 pointa over yesterday’s 
closing on the old crop months. 
March went to 24.18 cents a pound. 


October, the only active new crop 
month, rose 165 points to 20.30. 
Highest prices were reached late in 
the day and the closing was strong 
at net gains of 155 to 200 points. 

The opening was at the advance 
on confirmation of yesterday’s ru- 
mors regarding freights in general, 
but much uncertainty existed re- 
garding developments concerning 
cotton rates. On many §$rumors, 
which widely differed, the market 
rose about 50 points on the strong- 
est months in the early trading and 
by noon stood 86 to 77 points up. 
After the noon hour the .tone 
strengthened on official announce- 
ment from the shipping board of a 
rate of $1.50 per 100 pounds from 
gulf ports to Liverpool. 

Much of the demand of the day 
eame from recent short sellers, but, 
in addition, the best demand in 
weeks was in evidence from the 
long side. Aiding the advance were 
reports of the growth of the hold- 
ing movement in the interior and 
of the movement to reduce acreage 
for the new crop.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
. ON COTTON SITUATION 


New York, January 28.—(Special.)— 
Liverpool was better than due this morning 
and our market was steady at the opening 
with decidedly less selling in evidence from 
the south. Private cables reported a better 
tone from Manchester at the lower price, 
despite the labor difficulties at present ex- 
isting in Great Britain. The market here 
improved steadily through the day, May 
crossing 22 cents in the late afternoon. It is 
generally expected that the freight rates for 
cotton will be reduced following the reduc- 
tion in other commodities announced: yes- 
terday; in fact, there is a rumor, as yet un- 
confirmed, that rates will be made of $1.25 
from Atlantic ports with a difference of 
25c for the guif ports. We e that the 
recovery may easily go further and it is to 
be hoped tha't advantage will be taken of an 
advance in the market to move some of 
the cotton held in the south, We expect a 
decided improvement in the export de- 
mand, but in view of the uncertainties sur- 
rounding business conditions in the world as 
a whole, uncertainties from the end of the 
war, we do not feel that extravagant 
prices for cotton can reasonably be ex- 
pected. The favorable interpretation placed 
upon the freight reduction advices, which is 
also to incinde cotton sed on a rate of 
$1.25 per 100 pounds, caused large re- 
covering and trade buying which advanced 
prices nearly 200 points for old crop con- 
tracts. There is a large short interest in 
near positions, contracts sold as hedges 
against spots, and when shipuments are 
made abroad the covering movement will 
have the effect of causing wider differ- 
ences between old and new crop months. 
While the local trade expects a reaction 
from these prices, we, however, are of the 
judgment that the market was previously 
well liquidated and is therefore in a posi- 
tion te have another sharp upturn.

Washington, January 28.—Grati- 
fying success in the more extensive 
use of southern ports; due to war- 
time congestion in the east, is re- 
corded in the annual report of the 
export control committee, made pub- 
lic today. 

“It has been the policy of the 
committee to divert all tonnage pos- 


sible to South Atlantic and gulf 


ports in order to relieve the al- 
ready overburdened northern cargo 
ports, the longer ocean voyage to be 
equalized by the quick turn around,” 
the report said. .“The results ac- 
complished have been very gratify- 
ing, particularly the willingness of 
the allied governments to utilize 
southern ports, thus permitting the 
war department to concentrate on 
northern ports in connection with 
troop movements.”

“Cotton, tobacco and dunnage lum- 
ern ports for exports, through South 
Atlantic and gulf ports and coast- 
wise steamers. - 

“Flour for account of the food ad- 
ministration. December allocation 
of this commodity was 40,000 tons 
to South Atlantic and 60,000 tons 
to gulf ports. 

_“Steel and pig iron to Savannah 
and New Orleans, also to other 
ports.” 

The increased sailings included 
two British liners per month from 
Mobile, five French vessels from 
Savannah and eight from New Or- 
leans to French ports and numerous 
British sailings from Brunswick, 
Jacksonville, Galveston and Port Ar- 
thur. 

The report noted that in Septem- 
ber the British government cleared 
through South Atlantic and gulf 
ports approximately 38.3 per cent 
of their total listings of 1,078,45$ 
tons, or 417,337 tons. 

Movement of cotton by coastwise 
steamers would have approximated 
3,000,000 bales in the current séa- 
son had the restrictions against all- 
rail movement to North Atlantic 
ports not been removed following 
the signing of the armistice. 

Provisions for storing 150,000 tons 
of bunker coal has been made at 
Charleston by the navy department 
to relieve congestion at Hampton 
Roads, 


FINAL ACTION TAKEN 
ON FAMINE RELIEF 


Washington, January 28.—Fina} 
legislative action was taken today 
by congress on the administration 
bill appropriating $100,000,000 re- 
quested by President Wilson for Eu- 
ropean famine relief. The conferees’ 
report was adopted by both senate 
and house without debate and the 
measure now goes to the president 
for approval. 

There was no debate in either 
house. Senator Townsend, of Michi- 
gan, one of the chief opponents, an- 
nounced that in view of the over- 
whelming majority by which the 
senate had passed the measure, he 
thought further opposition would be 
foolish. 

The bill was introduced = after 
President Wilson had urgently re- 
quested congress to make the ap- 
propriation to aid in feeding: starv- 
ing people and thereby check: the 
westward advance of Bolshevism. It 
provides America’s contribution to 
a fund which will be administered 
by Herbert Hoover. 

Use. of the money is authorized for 
the relief of people in Europe and 
the Near East, outside Germany, 
German-Austria, Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Turkey, at the discretion of 
President Wilson and provision is 
made for including Armentans, Sy- 
rians, Greeks and other Christian 
and Jewish populations of Asia 
Minor, now or formerly subject to 
Turkey, among those to receive the 
relief. 

One of the amendments adopted 
requires that wheat used for re- 
lief shall be bought as far as prac- 
ticable in America.
